New York did not net back Into the 


National league again until 1883 when 
the success of the circuit wait aasured 
and when the promoters of the newer 
New York club were quite willing to 
live up to the laws of the circuit, and 
did so. although even then th«re was 
shortly created nn . opinion that , the 
city of New York wan big enough to 
absorb all of the National league if 
it were necessary. 


That proved a fallacious doctrine 


in 1890 when the National league was 
in trouble again.
